(In the year 1791,a native East Indian, 
nained Sattianadan who had been convert- 
edtuthe Christian faith by the preaching of 
the missiunaries was ordained @ minister of 
tie gospel according to the manoer of 
the Lutheran church. On this occasion 
he delivered a sermon in the ‘Yamul lan- 
guige; an English trausletion of which 
was published by the niasionary @ ciety. 
A copy of this sermon has not, as far aa 
the Kdlitor kuows, reached this couatry ; 
butsume extracts from it have been found 
in the Christian Observer, whice we 
gladly give to our readers not merely as 
a curiosity, but asa gratifying ®pecimen 
of the progress of Christian knowledge, 
aud a proofof the velue of in'ssionary 
labours. We rejoice in the extension of 
the kingdom of the Redeemer, and hail 
with rapture the omens of no doubtful in- 
terpretation, which iadicate tlie approac! 
of that day, the brightest that ever dawn- 
edonthis benighted world, when * the 
Jews shall be brought in, with the fulness 
of the Genti'es—when a'l flesh shall sco 
tle salvation of God,’ and * wars 
suall cease tu the end of the earth |— 


The text of thie sermon is Ezek. xxxiii- 
Il. In treating it he proposes to consi- 
der ° 

I. To whom the offers of Divine mer- 
cy are made. 

ll. The way and means of obtaining 
the blessings offered in this Divine pro- 
mise, 

Iif. What these inestimable blessings 
are, 

A few extracts will give our readers 
some idea of this discourse. 

“I. The persons to whom this graci- 
4s promise is made, are all mankind, 
Whe thuazh endswed with ratienal suals 
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and well-framed bodies, blessed with 
great divine gifts of the mind, and with 
the comforts and conveniences of this 
life, though daily protected trom all dane 
vers, aud receiving innumerable bless 
ings from the paternal hands of their Ma- 
ker; have disobeyed his laws, disho- 
noured his name, resisted the dictates of 
the blessed Spirit, and pursued the sin- 
ful desires ‘of their depraved heart. Me- 
laucholy and very humiliating as this as- 
sertion is, conscience, and the anerring 
word of God, concue in declaring it to be 
true. Let us hear what the sacred scrip- 
ture says on this head,” &c. 

“Il. The way by which men are te 
obtain the blessings of this promise 18 ex- 
pressed in the text—by turning drong, 
their evil ways: * Turn ye, turn ye from 
your evil ways: for why will ye die, 
O house of Israel 2? Sucha turning of 
a convicted sinner from his evil ways, 
impliesin it a distressing sense~ of his 
departure from the way of God’s com- 
mandments, and of his ungrateful behavi- 
our towards God, and an abhorrence 
and renunciation ofatl bis sinful courses 3 
for as long asa siuner is not affected with 
a sense of his sinfulness & lost conditiony 
but thinks wellofhimself, whilehecontin- 
ues in his sinful course, he never will be 
prevailed upon to renounce and forsake 
it. ‘Phis was the opinion of most of the 
Jews: though God then chastised them 
for their sins, they remained insensible 
of their great ingratitude towards him 
their Divine Benefactor; their 
hearts were not humbled by it, for they 
were industrious to justify themselves, 
though thereby they reflected on God, 
and therefore they continued to pursue 
the dictates of their depraved heart.— 
And, this, alas! is the deplorable condi

The Synod of Virginia after hol linca 
free conversation on the state of religion 
in the churches under care, are of 
opmion that they have much reason both 
to render thanks to the great Head of the 
church, for the effleacy which has, in 
many instances been given to gospel 
ininistrations ;and to be humbled betore 
trod on account of the lukewarmness 
wh ich prevails among numbers, and the 

iniquity avhich abounds in our land. 

Sut if may be satislactory to entera 
little into detail, and more particularly 
to state the reasons of the Synods opini- 
on. In addition then to the evidence 
arising from varieus sources, that Reli- 
sion is gaining in the estimation of our 
lcllow citizens, and that Infidelity is lo- 
d, we have several instan- 
ces, tally authentic ated, of professed un- 
believers,whohaveope nlyrenoun cedtheir 
wed enemies, who have 
yecome, (there ' reason to believe) true 
and zealous friends ta the cause of Christ 
Besides this. it has 
God to pour out his spirit on 
churches, and not only re- 
vive the hearts’ of bis people, hut cause 

to be made “tathe church of 
such, it isheved, as shall be saved’ ’.— 
The congregations of b ethel, in Bedford 
County.ef Lecust Bottom in Botetourt, 
and of Oxford in Rockb ide, furnish the 
most remarkable instances of the revi- 
val of religion, while in other parts of 
eur church, altho nothing very striking 
haa oecured, religion seems to be mak- 
ing asilent yet pe rcept tible progress.— 
Qi these Norfolk, Petersburg, Rich- 
mond, Fredet icksburg, Cumberland, Buf- 
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falo, @u!peper, and some others might 
he mentioned as instances. Te Synod 
have also heard with pleasure of the or- 
ganization ot several new churches, in 
which there ie a goodily number of com- 
yunicants. anda cuormendadble degree 
of zeal and piety. 

Jt has been trequently remarked that 
yevivals ot religion have been preceded 
by an increase of the spirit of prayer a- 
‘mong professors. In some of fhe cascs 
mentioned above, this remark has been 
verified ina mar Nery which the Svnod 
eannot help noticing a9 far as e: arnestly 
% recommend to the churches: under 
their care, associations for the purpose 
of pleading in humble supplication to 
God, for the effusion of his tloly Spirit, 
and the overtirow of the 
darkness. As an = enconuracement.§ to 
Christians to regard this recommendati- 
on, itis stated thst a considera oie revi- 
val of religion in one of our churches.

union of two pious females ia prayer for 
the increase of vital pre ty. 


In some instances the disease which 
in so fatal a form, was epidemic last 
rear, appears to have been eanctilied 
and blessed to the awakening of the at- 
tention of no inconsiderable numbers to 
their everlasting interests, Thus the 
dispensations of the Almighty, altho of- 
ten inscrutable, are sometyines made 
plain by subsequent events, and we can 
see beams of heavenly mercy irradiating 

he dark and my atertous waves of divine 
providence. Asa farther illustration of 
this remark, Svnod have been informed 
that very happy ellects have been produ- 
ced by the death of one or two young 
men, who died in the tr iumphant hope of 
everlasting life thro’ the LordJesus. At 
sight of such a scene, avowed infidels re- 
nounced infidelity, and procured for 
themselves the Bible.—Thus, thro’ the 
wonderful providence and adorable grace 
of our God, those events which seemed 
to exterminate the fondest hopes of a 
parents heart, have been made the means 
of implanting in others the hope of eter- 
nal life.
